Dr. Richard A. Kern, 1239 
Remington Rd., Wynnewood, vice 
president of the Lower Merion 
Township Board of Health, has 
» een appointed as professor and 
head of the department of Medi- 
cine at the Temple University 
School of Medicine, it was an- 
nounced this week by Dr. Wil- 
liam N. Parkinson, dean of the 
school and medical director of 
Temple University Hospital. 

Dr. Kern will succeed Dr. Char- 
les L. Brown, who was recently 
named dean of the Hahnemann 
Medical School.

Teachers To Pay 
More On Pensions 

Supt. Dubois Explains 
Reasons To School 
Board 



Retirement pensions are going 
to cost teachers more money dur- 
ing their earning years, it was 
announced recently by the School 
Employes Retirement Board. 

The new rates went into effect 
September 1 and some teachers 
and other employes questioned 
the increase. 

At the last meeting of the Low- 
er Merion Township School 
Board, Superintendent Frank A. 
Dubois explained the reasons for 
the change. 

"It appears," Dubois told the 
board members, "that the in- 
crease in rates was necessary in 
order that the retirement board 
may meet its obligations, which 
have increased beyond anticipated 
points for three main reasons: 

"1. Life expectancy tables show 
that people are living longer. 

"2. Action by many local school 
boards, under the permissive pro- 
vision of the tenure law, has 
made retirement compulsory at 
age 62. 

"3. Increases in teachers' sal- 
aries have made the actuarial 
equivalents larger than was anti- 
cipated when the raies were ori- 
ginally- set."- < • -~- - - 

Dubois pointed out that the 
contributions of the school dis- 
tricts will also be increased to 
match the contributions of the 
members of the retirement sys- 
tem. 

No employee, he stated, except 
an employee entering' the system 
subsequent to September 1, 1946, 
is required to contribute at the 
new rate. 

"However," he emphasized, "the 
pension will be less upon retire- 
ment if the employee chooses to 
continue to pay at the old rate. 
If the employee wishes to receive, 
at retirement, the amount of pen- 
sion he had anticipated received 
under the old rate, he must now 
contribute at the new rate, and 
in some cases a lump sum will 
need to be contributed in" addi- 
tion. 

"The payment of the lump sum 
is optional," he added, "but if it 
is paid, it will bear four per cent 
interest, compounded annually, 
just as all contributions by mem- 
bers bear this rate of interest."

Argue Law Points 
In Frankel Case 



Points of law involved in the 
Merion apartment house zoning 
disputes were argued before Judge 
Harold G. Knight in Montgomery 
County Court a week ago Friday. 

The dispute between wealthy 
Merion residents and Ephraim J. 
Frankel, builder, has been raging 
more than a year. 

More than 10 attorneys appear- 
ed in Court for the oral argu- 
ment. 

On hand to head the legal bat- 
tery for residents and the Mer- 
ion Civic Association was Frank 
J. Mancill, Merion attorney. 

Judge Knight now takes the 
case under advisement and it may 
be several months before the 
Court hands down a decision. 

Frankel brought the protests 
of Merion residents down on his 
head when he purchased land at 
Old Lancaster Rd. and N. Latches 
Lane to construct a 100-unit 
apartment house. 

Dr. Albert C. Barnes, head of 
the Barnes Foundation, which ad- 
Joins the property acquired by 
Frankel, joined the protesting res- 
idents. 

Several bitterly fought hearings 
were .held before the Lower Mer- 
ion commissioners, who ruled 
against Frankel. Frankel then 
appealed to Montgomery County 
Court using the argument that 
ttie property was zoned for apart- 
ments when he purchased the 
land. 



Planning Officials

Director of Fels Planetarium And Borough 
Resident Speaks at P-T. A.; Representa- 
tives of Patriotic Organizations Attend 

In dropping atom bombs on inhabited Japanese cities 
the United States threW itself in conflict with basic moral- 
ity, Dr. Roy K. Marshall, director of the Fels Planetarium, 
Franklin Institute, told the Narberth Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation, Monday night, at the Narberth Public School. 

Vulnerable Position 

By the same act Dr. Marshall 
said the United States placed it- 
self in a vulnerable position in; 
restricting the use of the atom 
bomb in future warfare. 

Dr. Marshall, a resident of Nar- 
berth, is also science editor of the 
Evening Bulletin. Richard L, 
Lehman, president of the P.TA., 
presided. 

Representatives of the Amer- 
ican Legion and other patriotic 
organizations, as well as parents 
and teachers, attended. 
Illustrates Lecture 

Dr. Marshall illustrated his lec- 
ture with a portable counter in 
which the audience could hear 
atoms of uranium and radium 
explode. He showed them a sam- 
ple of sand from the New Mexico 
desert where the first experimen- 
tal bomb was dropped. 

In his talk Dr. Marshall referred 
to a recent editorial appearing in 
the Saturday Review of Literature 
in which the use of the atom 
bomb was challenged. The edi- 
torial pointed out that thousands 
of Japanese will die of cancer be- 
cause of the radio activity releas- 
ed by the bomb.

The split-atom had been 
a world-wide study for years and
